COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The Public Statutes of the State of New Hamp- 
shire require that the County Commissioners issue 
an annual report. We therefore submit this 
seventy-seventh report of the County of Hiulls- 
borough for the year ending December 31, 1923, of 
the Superintendent of the County Farm, the 
County Treasurer, and other County Officials. 

Under the direction of Mr. Charles Connor, as 
Superintendent, and Mrs. Charles Connor, as Ma- 
tron, the County Farm has undergone many 
changes that have added to the comfort and wel- 
fare of inmates. The affairs of the farm have 
never been in a better condition. Their economical 
handling of matters have been very timely, owing 
to the advancing cost of operation. 

The House of Correction is also under their 
supervision, and by their efforts discipline has been 
maintained and the morale brought to a high stand- 
ard. 

Mr. John L. Wentworth was retained as Assist- 
ant Superintendent, and his duties have been 
performed by him in a very creditable manner. 

The Hospital has been well taken care of by Dr. 
Damase Caron and his Assistant, Dr. E. B. Swett. 
Miss Addie Moore, Matron and Superintendent of 
Nurses, continues to render valuable service, and, 
with her assistant, Mrs. Jessie R. Corey, has 
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looked after the needs of the sick and destitute in a 
manner highly commendable. 


In September, the Commissioners purchased an 
ambulance to be used for the Hospital and County 
Farm, a much needed improvement, at the cost of 
$2,250. <A children’s solarium was built also, as 
was the wish of the delegation at the March 
meeting. 

Sheriff John T. O’Dowd, as Jailer, and Mrs. John 
T. O’Dowd, as Matron at the Jail, are carrying on 
their duties in the same efficient and excellent way 
which has marked their. work of previous years. 

The expense for the care of children outside the 
County Farm has increased $2.00 a month per child, 
amounting now to $1,408 monthly, showing an in- 
erease of $2,816 for November and December of 
1923, and a total increase for the coming year of 
1924 of $16,896. This becomes a problem not 
planned on, and will be an unexpected drain on our 
treasury. : 


Public officials of New Hampshire and all those 
interested in County affairs are cordially invited to 
visit our County Institutions, and become ac- 
quainted with those in charge and ascertain how 
inmates are treated and cared for. 

To the Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, and 
others who have co-operated with us in any way, we 
wish to convey our thanks and appreciation for 
their help. We also believe that it is fitting at this 
time to say a word in regard to the valuable ser- 
vices given by the late Commissioner John J. Con- 
nor of Manchester, who died July 28, 1923. His 
untiring efforts while in office are worthy of praise. 

The Superior Court appointed James B. Hallisey 
of Nashua to fill the vacancy eaused by his death. 
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Progress has been our watchword, and we all 
have worked for the best interests of the people of 
our county.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Citizens of 
Hillsborough County: 


GENTLEMEN— 


In submitting my Report for the year 1928, I am pleased 
to state that conditions here appear to be satisfactory. 

The inmates are more than satisfied with their surround- 
ings, and enjoy the added pleasures and comforts that have 
been given them. 

We have made many repairs since the first of the year. 
The interior of the House of Correction, and nearly all of 
the interior of the other buildings, have been painted, var- 
nished and kalsomined. A new floor has been laid in the 
horse barn and such parts of the cow stable as were needed. 
The kitchen and pantry in the Superintendent’s house have 
been refloored, a steel ceiling put in, and new electric light 
installed. 

The entire fire apparatus has been inspected and in- 
creased by five large extinguishers and a number of hand 
extinguishers. Adapters for the hydrants have been pur- 
chased to enable standard hose to be attached. 

A large part of the heating system has been overhauled, 
and new radiators put in both the men’s and women’s sitting 
rooms, the office and reception room, and in the officers’ 
rooms upstairs in the Almshouse, which have greatly reduced 
the length of time required to run the fan. | 

The pump used to pump water at the reservoir has been 
overhauled, and several parts replaced, thus reducing the 
time required to fill the reservoir three or four hours, and 
directly reducing the cost of electricity. 
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A pump, which has been idle for several years, has been 
removed from the old pump house and placed in the boiler 
house, by putting in new packing, it is now in running 
order, thus saving several hundred dollars. 

A thoroughly equipped solarium has been built at the 
eastern end of the hospital. This was a much needed asset 
and a decided help to the hospital nursery. An additional 
bathroom has been put in the basement of the hospital, also 
an exhaust fan in the kitchen. 

A four-door garage has been built, with cement floor and 
electric lights, heated by steam taken from the exhaust 
from the laundry, with no expense to the County, a water 
system installed and an underground gasoline tank placed. 
in the vicinity. 

The purchase of a heated Ambulance adds greatly to the 
comfort of our patients, many of whom come from a long 
distance. 

The yard for the nursery will prove a valuable addition in 
the summer time. 

All the slate roofs have been repaired, and a new gravel — 
roof laid on the laundry. Several electric stoves have been 
added. New electric irons have been put in, and an 
exhaust fan, and a hood over the mangle added to the 
equipment in the laundry. 

The whole lighting system has been inspected, éepeotaae 
in the barn, changing the switches so that unt ecensary lights 
need not be used. . 

A graphophone, with a number of records, has been pur- 
chased, to be used in the different wards to help to cheer the 
patients. : 

A number of young stock has been added to the herd, in- 
cluding a bull raised at St. Anselm’s College, and bought 
from Mr. Hurd at Short Falls. 

There was an abundance of early vegetables raised upon 
the farm; most of them above the average yield. 
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Among the many favors received, the County appreciated 
the gift of three horses from the Manchester Fire Depart- 
ment. 

I wish to thank all organizations and individuals who 
have added in any way to the comfort or pleasure of the in- 
mates of the farm and hospital. 

To the Physicians and Chaplains, Officers and Attendants, 
who have labored for the best interests of our little com- 
munity, I extend my heartfelt thanks. 

To the Commissioners, I likewise express my deepest 
thanks for your support and interest in the management of 
this institution.

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COUNTY SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of the County 
of Hillsborough: 


GENTLEMEN—My term of office began April 1, 1923. 
At that time there were pending on the Criminal Docket 
for Hillsborough County 12 indictments and 19 appeals. 
Of these, one was sentenced to the House of Correction, 
and one case was nol prossed, leaving 29 to be continued. 

InpictmEnts: From April 1, 1923, to December 31, 
1923, the Grand Jurors returned 80 indictments, which 
were disposed of as follows: ‘Thirteen ‘State Prison sen- 
tences were imposed, of which seven were suspended. 
Seventeen jail sentences were imposed, of which fifteen 
were suspended. Four House of Correction sentences 
were imposed, of which one was suspended. ‘Twenty- 
three were continued for sentence. One was nol prossed ; 
one paid the fine and costs; one was dismissed, and twenty 
were continued. 

Appratep Cases: From April 1, 1923, to December 
31, 1923, there were 136 appeal cases from Police Courts, 
which were disposed of as follows: ‘Twenty-nine jail 
sentences were imposed, of which 25 were suspended. 
Eleven House of Correction sentences were imposed, of 
which number five were suspended. Eighteen cases were 
continued for sentence; thirty-four were nol prossed; 
eleven paid the fine and costs; and 31 were continued. 
In two cases the respondent was discharged by the verdict 
of “Not guilty” of the jury. 
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Jury Triats: From April 1, 1923, to December 31, 
1923, seven jury trials were carried through, resulting in 
the acquittal of the respondent in two cases; in a disagree- 
ment of the jury in one case; and in the conviction of 
the respondents ,in four cases. 

Inrormations: Nine informations were filed from | 
April 1, 1923, to December 31, 1923, which were dis- 
posed of as follows: Jail sentences were imposed and 
suspended in three cases; House of Correction sentences 
were imposed in four cases, of which three were sus- 
pended; the fine and costs paid in one case, and one case 
was continued. 

JUVENILE InpictmEeNTS: From April 1, 1928, to De- 
cember 31, 1923, two indictments against juveniles were 
returned by the Grand Jurors and were disposed of as 
follows: One was continued for sentence, and the other 
was placed in the custody of a probation officer appointed 
by the Court. 

JUVENILE AppEALS: From April 1, 1923, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1923, there were five juvenile appeals from police 
courts, disposed of as follows: One was nol prossed, and 
four continued for sentence. 

Arson Cases: At the May Term, 1923, of the Su- 
perior Court, five men were indicted for setting fire to a 
dwelling house. Three of five were tried together by the 
jury, who returned a verdict of “Guilty.” The three 
were sentenced to State Prison for the term of not less 
than seven, nor more than ten, years. The case of these 
three respondents is now on appeal in the Supreme Court. 
_The case of the other two respondents is awaiting the out- 
come of the Supreme Court appeal in the case of the three 
found guilty. 

In the matter of liquor appeals, the decision in State 
v. Desmarais (January, 1924) has led to the nol. pross- 
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ing of more cases than otherwise would have been nol. 
prossed. Bt Gas : 

The policy of previous Solicitors in giving first 
offenders an opportunity to reform, and recommending 
suspended sentences in such cases, has been followed by 
me, in almost all cases, under the firm conviction that 
that is the best policy.

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hillsborough 
County: 


GENTLEMEN: 


I beg to submit herewith a report of our operations for the 
year 1923, and I hope this report will prove to you that 
something has been done for the welfare of the poor of Hills- 
borough County. In the first place we feel that we have been 
generously seconded in our task by our two head nurses, Miss 
A. M. Moore and Mrs. J. R. Corey and by our staff of nurses 
in general. Our surgical operations have been done with 
efficiency in every case by the generous assistance of one of 
our reputable surgeons of Manchester, Dr. J. E. Larochelle. 
Your board has also largely contributed in the efficiency of 
our work by furnishing us all the necessaries that our medical 
or surgical views could think of, and permit me to mention 
the gratification of a much needed veranda for the benefit of 
the sick children among the recent improvements. This, 
with the new ambulance for conveying patients to the hos- 
pital, should be mentioned as a movement that your adminis- 
tration will be proud of. 

I believe that our hospital is now properly equipped, and 
should give satisfaction to our patients, if everybody co-- 
operates. ) 

What should be our direction in the future? I believe our 
institution will follow the lines of the past with the modern 
improvements it naturally calls for. It has been established 
for the care of the poor and invalid of Hillsborough County 
and shall be ready at any time to answer this purpose. Our 
eounty being a district of Industry, our citizens are not poor 
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unless they become invalids, and chronic cases and invalids 
count for 80/100 of these patients who patronize our Hos- 
pital . . . acute cases favor the other hospitals of the State. ' 

To be efficient we should be constantly ready to receive 
the class of patients which are sent in our direction.
